automated extemal defibrillator so as to assure the predetermined proximity.

emergency readiness program, said certifying the facility as having met said certain 
minimum requirements including a requirement for the identification of facility 
personnel responsible for the cardiac emergency readiness program. 

31. (Previously presented) The method of claim 26 further comprising: 
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reviewing maintenance of the at least one automated extemal 

defibrillator, said certifying the facility as having met certain minimum requirements 
including a requirement for proper maintenance of the at least one automated extemal 
defibrillator.

reviewing training of facility personnel to use the at least one automated 
extemal defibrillator, said certifying the facility as having met certain minimum 
requirements including a requirement for proper training of facility personnel to use 
the at least one automated extemal defibrillator. 



34. (Previously presented) The method of claim 26 wherein the step of providing ongoing 
support 

includes the maintenance of a check list including the name of the person responsible 
for the cardiac emergency program and the number of automated extemal 
defibrillators.
